Arriving in Saskatoon after having 
accompanied Aaron Sapiro through u 
part of Alberta, Mr. Greenfield admit- 
ted he had changed his view that a 
western pool could not be formed so 
late in the season as this. He spoke o: 
the enthusiasm aroused at the meeting 
addressed by the co-operative expert. 
He believed that the creation of a poo: 
in time to market the 1923 crop wa; 
quite possible in his province of: Al- 
berta, at least, if the rarmers remain- 
ed enthusiastic and enjoyed vigorous 
assistance of the business men. 

Financial support from the govern- 
ment of the province would be unney 
essary, Mr. Greenfield said, 

Mr. Greenfield explained the co-oy 
erative plan. as it was going ti be 
worked out in Alberta. He said con- 
tracts to deliver were quite essentiai 
to the suecess of any pool. Five-year 
contract forms had been drawn up anu 
were in course of revision by Mr. Sap 
iro. They are to be circulated througn- 
out rural Alberta during a campartg, 
week, when the premier expects deliv- 
ery of 75 per cent. of the wheat croy 
will be promised to the pool. ‘As soon 
as 50 per cent. has been signed up, tne 
next step will be taken by way of es 
tablishing a selling agency. ; 

Mr.\ Greeenfield said that no step» 
would’be taken to put the pool into 
pveration unless over 50 per cent. o 
the wheat in Alberta was signed up 
under contract. Every indieation 
however, pointed te this figure being 
exceeded. / 

A provincial pool, Mr. Greenfieic 
believed, would be quite effective by 
itself in securing better returns for 
the larger volume of grain handled by

United States farmer organizations’ 
are prepared to co-operate to the ful- 
lest extent with the wheat pool being 
formed in Western Canada, J. H. Has- 
iam, prominent Saskatchewan agricul- 
turist, told the royal grain inquiry 
commission in Regina Saturday after- 
noon. During the course of his test- 
‘imony Mr. Haslam discussed the 
wheat pool and how it would help the 
farmers of the west to market their 
crops, 

While he was waiting for sAaron 
Sapiro to disclose his plan ror a wheat 
pool, he also had a scheme, which he 
was not prepared to disciose until af- 
ter Mr. Sapiroo’s scheme had been an- 
nounced, nder his scheme, he said, 


the two: farmers’ companies, the Unit- 
ed Grain Growers and the Saskatch- 
ewan Co-operative Elevator company. 
His pool would not specialize on tte 
marketing of wheat, but of all grains. 

Diseussing the feeling of the farm- 
ers, he said most of them, now tna 
the compulsory board was out of the 
question, favored the yool. In United 
States, he said, there was a strongly 
favorable sentiment toward co-opera- 
tion with the Canadian pool, both in 
the north and southwestern sections.

On 
at least four occasions the League has 
prevented the outbreak of war in 
Europe, It has settled more than 
one diMicult and dangerotis question 
after the Supreme Allied Council had 
abandoned the task; At has established | 
a great court of interhational justice; 
and it is continually exercising a 
potent influence for the determination 
of international differences by peace- 
ful means. No one claims that “it 
can absolutely prevent war; but along 
the path to which it points, peace will 
be found, if at all, In the world 
community, as in each national 
Sphere, - peace and good government 
rest ultimately upon enlightened and 
active publle opinion upholding order. 
ed justice and restraining lawless vio 
lence.-Sir Robert Laird Borden in the 
July Yale Review.

Shortly, after his arrival in Eng- 
land to deliver the Watson Chair led 
tures at British universities, Dr.

In my judgment, it is far wiser and 
more heipful to take satisfactory and 
even intimate relations between the 
United States and Great Britain for} 
&ranted than. to be. constantly debat- 
ing them i public and acting as il 
something particular 
to, improve them. As a matter of 
fact, there is always.in the United 
States an element sharply critical to 
Engiand. This goes back to the 
@ighteenth century and in particular 
to the sharp differences that grew up 
in the United States over the French 
Revolution and the respective policies 


and influences of England and France} 


at that time. Every one knows what 
fastances there have been in the in- 


terval which have added some fuel to} 
this flame; but if one will take pains | 


to read the volume in which the late 
Professor William A Dunning traced 
the relations between England and 
America for the. hundréd -years fol- 
lowing the Treaty of Ghent, he will 
see how slight a part, after all, these 
influences making for friction and for 
antagonism have played. 


Deep down in the American heart | 
the | 
eivilization and the ideal of English | 


there is profound réspect for 
policy. When something cross or dis- 
agreable is said it is almost always 
due either to the temperament of some 
individual or to some passing event 
whieh has been given an emphasis out 
of all relation to its real importance, 
The settlement of the Irish question 
-removed the one real basis of anti- 


English agitation in the United States.. 


Today almost every important Ameri- 
can of Irish descent is open’ and em- 
phatic in his expression of satisfaction 
with the erection of the Iiish Free 
State.

of Ireland.

The trench silo is beyond the exper- 
imental stage. There were severa 
hundred in use in Alberta last year 
and they gave almost universal satis- 
faction, ‘he ‘suecss which has attenu- 
ed their yse has encouraged the more 
genral planting of silage crops sucn as 
corn and sunflowers. ‘The season for 
growth has ben favorable and - many 
growers are now considering the stor- 
age space for the crop, 

It is worthy of note that all the 
trench silos built have not given per- 
failure w 


year need not deter any one from fill- 
ing the silo again, as the reason for 
failure is usually easily oycreome, The 
trouble usually comes from  insuffic- 
ient tramping or from having the ma- 
terial that is being ensiled too Uy, or 
it may be both. At any rate mould- 
ing or rotting can only take piace in 
the presence of air, and if the air is 
driven out the silage will keep without 
loss, The success of the trench silo, or 
any-other silo, depends on having the
